As required by M.P.E.P. § 713.04, Applicant hereby files a Statement of the Substance of 
the Interview. 

Applicant thank the Examiner for the consideration given during the personal interview 
of October 3, 2003. In that interview, Applicants and their attorney of record discussed with the 
Examiner the Glorioso prior art reference (Glorioso et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,926,776), and the 
Von Kohorn prior art reference (Von Kohorn., U.S. Patent No. 5,128,752) and Applicant's 
invention. Claim 1 was discussed during the interview. Possible amendments were discussed, 
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however, no amendments are being made. A Notice of Appeal is being filed to appeal the 
previous rejections made by the Examiner. 

During the interview Claim 1 was discussed and it was argued that the Glorioso et al. 
references does not disclose, teach or suggest, "a curtailment module" that includes "memory in 
electronic communication with the processor, the memory storing history data, and the memory 
being programmed with verification instructions to generate a verification code to be used by a 
user to manually verify whether the request was followed, wherein the history data is not the 
same as the verification code." 

During the interview Claim 1 was discussed and it was argued that the Von Kohorn 
references does not disclose, teach or suggest, "a curtailment module" that includes "memory in 
electronic communication with the processor, the memory storing history data, and the memory 
being programmed with verification instructions to generate a verification code to be used by a 
user to manually verify whether the request was followed, wherein the history data is not the 
same as the verification code." 

Applicant and Applicant's attorney also argued that the Examiner's combination of 
Glorioso and Von Kohorn was an improper combination. 
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
